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may  uniform  price  $4.65 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  May  1967  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.65  per  hundredweight 
for  milk  testing  3,5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.8  cents.  The  minimum 
price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  to 
nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $4.65  price  for  May  1967  is  3 cents  above  the  April  1967  price,  and  46  cents 
above  the  May  1966  price. 


LOUISVILLE  PLAN  WITHHOLDINGS 

The  "Louisville  Plan"  provisions  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order  had  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  uniform  price  for  May  by  25  cents  and  the  April  price  by  20  cents,  (The  weighted 
average  price  for  May  was  $4.90)  Withholdings  on  June  deliveries  will  also  be  25  cents 
per  hundredweight.  The  provision  was  suspended  for  the  month  of  April  1966,  but 
withholdings  for  May  and  June  1966  were  approximately  39  cents  per  hundredweight  in  each 
month.  One  third  of  the  total  amount  withheld  in  the  three  months,  plus  interest,  will 
be  added  in  computing  the  uniform  price  for  September,  October,  and  November  deliveries. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  761  approved  producers  who  shipped  24,929,517  pounds  of  milk  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  market  during  May  1967  of  which  16,257,253  pounds  or  65,2%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  0.2%  from  April.  On  a 
volume  basis,  production  was  up  5.4%,  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was 
up  5.7%  from  April  1967, 


USDA  RECOMMENDS  BASE-SURPLUS  PLAN  FOR  PUGET  SOUND  AREA 

The  first  recommended  decision  to  establish  a Class  I base  plan  under  the  Food 
and  Agriculture  Act  of  1965  has  been  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
recommended  decision  involves  the  Puget  Sound  Milk  Order  and  it  establishes  a plan  to 
apportion  the  higher  valued  Class  I milk  sales  among  dairy  farmers  serving  the  milk 
order  area  on  the  basis  of  their  past  milk  deliveries  to  the  market. 

JUNE  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.45 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.05  was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20 
and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  to  establish  the  Class  I price 
of  $5.45.  This  price  of  $5,45  is  the  same  as  the  May  1967  Class  I price,  and  52  cents 
more  than  the  June  1966  price.  No  supply-demand  adjustment  was  made  for  June.
